Her Majefty and the Publick ; is as follows. 


Most Gracious Sovereign, Whereas the Emi- 
nent and Unparallell'd Services performed to 
Your Majefty and the Crown of England,by the moft 
Noble John Duke of Marlborough, are well known, 
not only to Your Majefty and all Your Subjects, buc 
to all Europe, who will always remember, [hat the 
Alliances which Your Majefty’s Royal Brother King 
William the Third, of Glorious Memory, had, ina 
little time before his Death, Contracted, by the Mini- 
ftry of the faid Duke of Marlborough,as his Majefty’s 
Ambaffador Excraordinary and Plenipotentiary tothe 
States General of the United Provinces, for Preferving 
the Liberties of Europeagainft the Ambition of France, 
were immediarely after Your Majefty’s Happy Accef- 
fion to the Throne, by the faid Duke, then imploy’d 
by Your Majefty in the fame Character, Confirmed 
andImproved, and others were Contracted, whereby 
the Confederacy,which had been Diffolved at theend 
of the laft War,was Reunited in a Stricteind Firmer 
League; And that in the Firft Year of Your Majefty’s 
Reign, the {aid Duke of Marlborough did fo well ex- 
ecute the Commiffion and Orders which he receiv'd 
from Your Majefty, as Captain General and Com- 
mander in Chief of Your Majefty’s Forces, That he 
not only Secured and Extended the Frontier of Hol- 
land, by Taking the Towns and Fortreffes of Venlo, 
Ruremond, Steven{waert, and Liege, but foon oblig’d 
the Enemy (who had been at the Gates of Nemeghen) 
to feek Shelrer behind their Lines; And the next Cam- 
pagn,by taking Bon,Huy,and Limbourg,added all the 
Country between the Rhine and the Maes to the Con- 


_quefts of the preceding Year; And that in the Me- 


morable Year 1704, when Your Majefty wasGener- 
oufly pleas’d to take the Refelution of Refcuing the 
Empire from that immediate Ruin to.which, by the 
Defedtion of the Elector of Bavaria, it was Expofed, 
the Meafures which by Your Majefty’s Wifdom and 
Goodnefs had been Devifed and Concerted,were pur- 
fued by the faid Duke with the utmoft Diligence, 
Secrecy, and good Conduct, in Leading the Forces of 
Your Majefty, and Your Allies, by a long and diffi- 
cult March, to the Banks of the Danube, where the 
faid Duke, immediately upon his Arrival, did Attack 
and Force the Bavarians (affifted by the French) in 
their ftrong Intrenchments at Schellenberg, Paffed the 
Danube, Diftreffed the Country of Bavaria, and a 
Second time fought the Enemies who had been re-in- 
forced by a Royal Army of the French-King’s beft 
Troops, commanded by a Marfhal of France, and on 
the Second Day of Anguft, One thoufand feven bun- 
dred and four, after a Bloody Battle, at or near Blen- 
heim (altho’ the Enemies had the Advantages of Num. 
ber and Situation) did Gain as Abfolute and Glori. 


ous a Victory, as is Recorded in the Hiftory of any 
Age ; By which Bavaria. being entirely Reduced , 
Ratisbon, Augsbourg, Ulm, Memminghen, and other 
Imperial Towns Recovered, the Liberty of the Dier, 
and the Peace of the Empire was Reftored, and Lan- 
dau, Treves and Traarbach, being Taken, the Wat 
is Carried into the Dominions of France: And foraf- 
much as the happy Archievements of the faid Duke, 
having apparently tended not only to the Honour and 
Safety of Your Majcity, and Your Subjects, and of 
their Pofterity, but alfo towards the furure Tranqui- 
lity of Europe ; Your Majelty’s moft Dutiful and 
Loyal Subjects, the Commons of Eng!and, in Parlia- 
ment Affembled, thought rhemfelves Obliged, in an 
Humble Addrefs to Your Majeity, not only to Ex- 
pects their great Senfe of the {aid Glorious Victories, 
ut alfo Humbly to Defire Your Majefty, That You 
would be gracioufly Pleafed to Confider of fome pro- 
er Means to Perpetuate the Memory of fuch Signet 
rvices : And Your Majefly kaving been thereupon 
Pleafed to Signifie Your Intention to Grant the In- 
tereft of the Crown in the Honour and Manor of 
Woodftock and Hundred of Wootton, to the {aid 
Duke, and his Heirs: Your Majefty’s faid Dugiful 
and Loyal Subjects, the Commons of England in Par- 
liament Affembled, duly Confidering the Good and 
Prudent Provifion made by Your Majefty, by an Act 
of Parliament in the Firft Year of Your Reign, for 
Preferving the Inheritance of feveral Revenues of the 
Crown, and Believing that the Settlement of the 
faid Honor, Manor, and Hundred, on the faid Duke, 
and his Heirs, can make no’ Precedent for Cafes 
where there is or hall be lefs Merit,do moft Humbly, 
Cheerfully and Unanjimoufly befeech Your Majefty, 
That ic may be Enacted ; And be it Enacted by the 
Queen’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Ad- 
vice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons in this prefent Parliament Af 
{embled, and by the Authority of the fame, That it 
fhall and may be Lawful to and for the Queen’s moft 
Excellent Majefty, by any Letters-Patents under the 
Great Seal of England hereafter to be made, to Give 
and Grant unto the faid John Duke of Marlborough, 


_and his Heirs and Affigns for ever, or to any other 


Perfon or Perfons,to the Ufe of,or in Truft for the faid 
Duke, his Heirs and Affigns for ever, all that the 
Honor and Manor of Woodftock, with the Rights, 
Members and Appurtenances thereof, fituate, lying 
and being in the County of Oxon; And all that the 
Hundred of Wootton, with the Rights, Members 
and Appurtenances thereof, in the {aid County of 
Oxon, &c. 

‘ The Fealty to be paid to tlie Crown for this Grant, 
, by the Duke of Marlborough and his Heirs, is ex- 
‘ prefs’d in the following Terms. 

To have and to hold the faid Honor,&c. with their 
and every of their Appurtenances, to the faid Jotin 
Duke of Marlborough, or fuch Perfon or Perfor as 
he fhall Nominate, as aforefaid, his or their Heirs and 
Affigns for ever, to the only ufe and behoof of, or in 
Truft for the faid Jobn Duke of Marlborough, His 
Heirs and Affigns fot ever, and to no other Ufe, In- 
tent or Purpofe wharfoever, to be holden of Her rv 
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jefty, Her Heirs and Succeffors, as of Her Caftle of 
Windfor, in Fee and Common-Soccage by Fealcy, 
and rendring to Her Majefty, Her Heirs and Suc- 
ceffors, on the Second Day of Auguft in every Year 
for ever, at the Caftle of Windfor, one Standard or 
Colours with Three Flower de Luces Painted there- 
upon, for all manner of Rents, Services, Exactions 
and Demands whatfoever.

Shields, March 20. I have not much ta advife this 
Poft : The Fleet of Laden Colliers being ftill in rhe 
Port, and many Light Ships being come in, we have 
a great Fleet here. Laft Week much Damage was 
done here to the Shipping, by the coming down of a 
great Freih; for many of chem broke Jooie from their 
Anchors and drove foul upon each other, whereby 
great Damage was done and 3 Ships were funk. 3 
Days ago a Ship from Holland laden with Merchant 
Goods to the Value of about 4000 |. coming into this 
Harbour ran a-ground and was funk. 

Harwich, March 22. Yefterday the Prince and 
Marlborough Pacquet-Boats fail’d from hence with 
2 Mails for Holland. This Morning the Difpatch 
Pacquet-Boat fail’d with a 3d Mail for Holland: 
As did alfo the Light Colliers with their Convoys, to 
the Northward. -
